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DETAILED ACTION 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

In accordance with MPEP 1302.04, the following spelling error has been 
corrected: In claim 1, line 9 and claim 3, line 10, "rotarily" has been changed to 
--rotary- (note that "rotarily" is not a word). In claim 3, line 19, "thickness(s)" has been 
changed to -thickness(es)- to correct a grammatical error. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claim 1 
specifically requires that a method of pulling a free end of a needle thread from a top to 
a bottom side of at least one work piece upon a first stitch of a seam that is to be sewn 
by a sewing machine include the presser being at least partially relieved over a relief 
time while the needle thread is held tight; wherein as the at least one work piece 
increases in thickness, the relief time rises. 

Claim 3 specifically requires that a sewing machine for putting into practice a 
method of pulling a free end of a needle thread from a top to a bottom side of at least 
one work piece upon a first stitch of a seam that is to be sewn by a sewing machine 
include a presser-relief drive to be triggered by the control system in accordance with a 
function which his recorded in the control system, reflecting a dependency of the time of 
actuation of the presser relief drive on the thickness of the at least one work piece. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Hulshoff (6,354,233) discloses a method and device for pulling a 
free end of a needle from the top to the bottom side of at least one work piece upon a 
first stitch of a seam.
